Dissensions in the Center Will Prove a 
Benefit to Social Democrats—Lieber’s 
Manifeste Informs the Government of 
the, Price the Center Demands for Its 
Support=Return of the Jesuits and Pro- 
tection for Agriculturists Demanded— 
Majority of 40 Hostile to William. 

Bertin, May 27.—The electoral outlook has 
been considerably cleated since the issue by 
Dr. Lieber of the manifesto of the Center or 
Oatholic party. :The labored phraseology of 
the manifesto and its long-winded sentences 
were not calculated to impress the public, 
and have elicited just ridicule from the press. 
But the declaration did not fail to inform the 
government»the price it. must pay for the 
suprort of the party in the new Reichstag. 
Beh.ad the verbiage about the intolerable 
military burdens imposed by the empire 
and the advice to the electors to take a decided 
position against the army bill and the Huene 
amendment to that measure, lies 
the do ut des principle. “We shall 
fer,” says Dr, Lieber, “the Windthorst reso- 
lutions to the new Parliament and use them 
as our guiding light in discussing all future 
military guestions,”’ 

The nia, the. clerical organ, has 
thought it. necessary to explain to the Cath- 
olic electors that this declaration means the 
maintenance of the inviolability of the late 
Dr. Windthorst’s demands for the readmis- 
sion into Germany of the Jesuits and af- 
filiated orders full liberty to make terms 
with the government on the army bill. 
The Lieber faction of the Center party is in 
short ready to negotiate with Chancellor von 
Caprivi on the basis of a repeal of the re- 
maining religious disabilities in return for 
its adhesion jo the government’s military 
demands. 

Protection to German agricultural inter- 
ests is another, but subordinate, plank in the 
manifesto. The demand for a reform in tax- 
ation, the. protest, against monopolists, and 
the suggested increase of the taxation on lux- 
uries contained in the manifesto are second- 
ary considerations. That Dr. Lieber has the 
whip hand of the party is most evident in the 
passage referring to popular suffrage and the 
rights of the Federal States. 


as Threat to Restrict the Franchise. 


The reactionary conservative organs threat- 
en that if new the Reichstag is intractable the 
government will restrict the franchise and thus 
get an obedient Parliament. The manifesto, 
in response to this threat, declares that the 
highest law is the Constitution, adding: *“* We 
hold fast to the character of the empire as a 
Federal State. -The prerogatives of the peo- 
ple are based upon universal, equal, direct, 
and secret suffrage.” 

Tosome of the aristocrats signing the mani- 
festo—men like Freysing, Hompesch, Buole, 
Bruel, Heereman, and. Von Zundwyk—this 
language is foreign. Like puppets in Dr. 
Lieber’s hands they seéim to have assented to 
the declaration wi i} pondering upon what 
it involved. TherefOre. simce Baron von 
Schorlemer-Alst took the initiative in supply- 
ing a manifesto more taking to their aristo- 
cratic tendencies severa] of them, including 
Herr Freysing, proposed to join the Von Schor- 
lemer-Alst section. This will lead toa dis 


together too much attention to religious ques- 
tions. In the coming election, the manifesto 
adds, the peasants’ societies will support only 
candidates who are devoted to the agricult- 
ural interests of the country and who are re- 
liable as citizens without regard to their re- 
ligious belief or social position. 
Social Democrats Will Profit. 

The Social Democratic party will turn the 
disruption of the Centrists to the best ac. 
count. Herr .Singer took the field today and 
he will stump Rhenish Prussia and Westpha- 
lia. He announced that he will speak on the 
action of the Reichstag with special reference 
to the attitude of the Center party. 

Throughout Saxony, always a Socialist 
stronghold, the party seems to bé all potent. 
At the last election of twenty members Sax- 
ony sent to the Reichstag seven were Social- 


ists. Unless present appearances are falsified * 


eight more seats will be captured at the com- 
ing election. This will not be because social- 
ism has grown so much, but because of the 
absolute disorder that has resulted 
from the impotence of the old political par- 
ties. 

Conservative candidates no longer appear as 
Conservatives, but as Christian-Social, mean- 
ing the Conservative-anti-Semite or German- 
Social, blending Conservatives, anti-Semites, 
and agrarians. Then there is the German 
Reform parly, led by Herr Zimmerman, an 
ex-member of the Reichstag with a Demo- 
cratic anti-Semite program. According to 
Herr Zimmerman the increase in the army 
asked for by the government ought to be 
granted, but the Jews and capitalists should 
be made to pay the extra sum needed as a 
corollary. Herr Zimmerman holds that a 
government that is leagued with Jews and 
capitalists must be overturned. At mass- 
meetings held at Dresden and other centers 
Herr Zimmerman was wildly cheered. 

Amid this electoral charivari the Conserva- 
tive, National Liberal, and Freisinnige par- 
ties are not much heard of. The struggle lies 
between the Socialists, who form a compact, 
well-directed party, and the new political 
bodies composed of old elements yet hardly 
in a condition to know themselves. 

Doubt as to the Result. 

Trustworthy data on which to base a pre- 
diction of the final result of the election 
continue to be wanting. The opposition 
papers and the organs of Herr Richter’s 
faction of the Freisinnige party 
count upon a majority of from’ forty 
to eighty hostile to the government. 
Chancellor von Caprivi's organs assert that 
the Conservatives, the moderate faction of 
the Freisinnige party,and the Centrists are 
supporting the army bill, and that the govern- 
ment is daily gaining ground. It’is generally 
admitted that the National Liberals, except in 
Silesia, are vanishing as a political force and 
that the Socialists are everywhere gaining. 
Another week ought to allow of a clearer esti- 
mate to be made as to the ultimate position of 
the several parties.

May Settle the Kulterkampf. 

The Kulturkampf in Hungary, according to 
the Germania, js tending toward a settlement, 
the Pope offering to assent toa form of civil 
marriage, consisting of the presence of the 
civil registrar at the church nuptial cere- 
mony, with a subsequent registration of the 
marriage.

We have scarcely got.over the holidays yet, 
but so far there is nota single streak of light 
in the political situation.

Further, 
the government, for all these articles are in- 
spired from the press bureau in Wilhelm 
strasse, profess to think that the claims of the 
Social Democrats as to the séats they will 
gain are exaggerated. Whoeverhas been in 
Germany, however; and learned the opinion 
of the people is agreed upon the rapid ad- 
vance made by the Social Democrats 
and there are many people not belonging to 
that party at heart who will vote for ite candi- 
date because they look upon them as mem- 
bers of a party thoroughly in earnest in resist- 
ing the renewed taxation proposed. The Ver- 
mogensteur itself has made many Social Dem- 
ocratic votes. As for the Center party it is 
quite another thing. Theré will undoubtedly 
be candidates who will break away from their 
party organization, but it seems hardly prob- 
able such desertions will be in the numbers 
which the government would neéd to achieve 
a brilliant: victory. However, the government 
is leaving no stone unturned Yo gain a favora- 
ble vote, and a deal of wire pulling is going on.

German Elections and France’s Quarrels 
with England Menaces to Peace. 
[sPpmorAL CABLE.) 

Pants, May 27.—([Copyright, 1893, by 
James Gordon ‘Bennett.|—-The European sit- 
uation continues te be dominated by German 
politics and the efforts made by the Emperor 
and the empire show how grave the conditions 
are. Many other indicatiéns increase this 
impression, especially in Catholic diplomacy, 
The different Nuncios of the Pope are all rest- 
less, as if some hint of restlessness came from 
Rome. The Nuncios relate that the Emperor 
William told the Pope he was determined to 
make war, as France was a danger to 
European monarchies. It does not 
accept the situation brought about 
by the events of 1870. Therefore 
war is inevitable. Consequently it would be 
better to make war in order to diminish as 
rapidly as possible the burdens weighing upon 
the people. The Pope in relating. the inter- 
view is said to have remarked: “I pleaded 
with him. I wept with him, I have not con- 
vineed him.”’ 

One proof of the truth of these reports is 
that since the interview with the Emperor the 
Pope hasa mass said daily to turn away 
threatening evils. With such symptoms it 
can easily be understood that the tone of in- 
ternational politics is not rose-colored. 

.Another political factor is in the ever in- 
creasing friction between France and En- 
gland. Every question between the two coun- 
tries takes on a bitter aspect, especially in 
colonial affairs, Madagascar and Siam, where 
France has a great deal to bother it just now. 
Since it has been proved the. natives receive 
ammunition and arms through the intermedi- 
ary of England it will readily be understood 
that the French Government is not well satis- 
fied with such proceedings, which are habitual 
in English politics. 

As to internal affairs, France is making 
ready for the elections, All the reports com- 
ing from the provinces show that the Panama 
scandals have produced no effect upon the 
public mind. The elections will go Repub- 
lican, and the composition of the next Cham- 
ber of Deputies will be much like the present 
one, Perhaps the Conservative party will 
lose fifty seats to their allies, the

Raum’s Famous Order. 

During Commissioner Raum’s administra-

effect of the departure by your bureau from 
the terms of the act of 1800. 

“1. The application was awarded for 
‘slight deafness’ not of service origin, $12. 
The award was made under the act of 1890, 
which required the rate for deafness of both 
ears to be graded from $6 to $12. The high- 
est amount, $12, was only to be allowed in 
the severest.cases of deafuess. It was given 
by F saape bureau for ‘slightest deafness’ because 
under an entirely diferent act, applicable to 
disabilities of service origin alone, $15 was 
the lowest rating for’‘ slight deafness.’ | 

“The inability of the applicant to perform 
manual lubor was not taken into considera- 
tion.

Violation of the Alien Contract Labor Law

partment about the employment of Canadian 
sailors on American vessels on thegreat lakes. 
The subject has been considered by Supt. 
Stump of the Immigration Bureau, who has 
addressed a letter to Immigrant Inspector 
Stitch at Chicago in reference to it, which let- 
ter states that owners of American vessels 
who employ Canadian seamen do so in viola- 
tion of the aiien contract labor law, and are 
subject to prosecution. Commissioner Stump 
instructs the inspector as follows: 

Should an American master or owner of an 
American vessel enter into a contract with a 
Canadian seaman at a foreign port or assist or 
encourage the importation or migration of any 
Canadian seaman under any contract or agree 
ment, parole or implied, made previous to the 
importation or migration of such Canadian sea- 
man, or if he should solicit the migration of 
any seaman the.purpose of giving him em- 
ployment on a vessel in this country, the alien con- 
tract law would be violated and this department 
would cause the party to be prosecuted with 
vigor. Should you find a case where a con- 
tract was made with a Canadian seaman in the 
United States, by which the seaman was, after 
his return to Canada, induced to again come into 
the United States at some future time, to perform 
labor, the department would proceed in order to 
have a judicial decision on the subject. As the 
law stands the employment on shipboard cannot 

disti ished from any other employment 
apon land under the alien contract la law. 

This ruling has received the formal approval

FLAGSTAFF PAINTING IN MIDAIR. 


Daring Feat of A. E. Evans at the North- 
western Depot—Not an Experiment. 

Yesterday afternoon A. E. Evans quietiy sat 
in a rope loop on the flagstaff of the Nortb- 
western depot and painted the miniature en- 
gine which serves asa weather vane at an 
altitude of 270 feet. All the time an anxious 
crowd stood around below expecting an acci- 
dent. When he had finished Evans as quietly 
descended, painting the staff and removing 
his tackle as he came. When he reached the 
ground he showed no more concern than if 

weather vanes was his daily occupa- 
vans in the last ten years has 
spent most of his working hours in midair.. 

Against the rounded sides of the twenty-two- 
foot spar that huids up the locomotive no lad- 
der could be placed. When it was decided to 
paint the ~ the flugstaff and weather-vane 
were omitted. It wag at this juncture that 
Evans, who is Superintendent of the Safety 
Scaffolding cobmpeny,-and who hed the con- 
tract fof ‘supplying the scaffolding for the 
paintev® ut wotk.om the depot, decided to go 
up and paint it. Shortly after 2 o'clock Evans 
began his ascent, He earried, besides his 
brush and pores pot, two small coils of rope 
and a couple of belaying pins. After reach- 
ing thé.tower clock by means of extension 
ladders Evans put one rope, or * strap,”’ as it 
is technically called, about the bottom of the 
flagstaff. From this strap ran a 
loop wherein he could sit.. Seating himself in 
the loop Evans got out his second strap and 

laced it around the staff three feet above the 
oop. Pulling himself up into the loop ‘sus- 
pended from thiy strap Evans reached down, 
and, undoing the first strap, placed it above 
him. In this manner he made the ascent in 
an even thirteen nmiinutes.

Ichirinsai Santo Compresses the Hundred 
Couplets Inte a Square Inch, 

Isaac Sanfer of Bucharest, who wrote acon- 
gratulatory address of twenty-seven words on 
a grain of wheat and sent it to Moses Silber- 
man of this city, will doubtless hang his head 
in shame when he hears of the achievements 
of Ichirinsai Santo, a Japanese artist, in the 
line of microscopic writing. The Japan 
Weekly Mail of April 29 tells of Mr. Santo’s

months after his proper time. Presumably he de- 
veloped soine extraordinary capacities during the 
twenty-three mon receded his début 
upon the stage of active humanity, for from 
his. 7th year he displayed remarkable abilit 
in inscribing microscopic ideographs, and al- 
though he has continued ever since to indulge 
the tring proclivity, and is now in his 49th 
year, his vision remains as powerful as 
ever and his hand as delicate.

‘Hundred Couplets” plus a human figure with 
clearly defined features, and within a space 
seven-tenths of an inch square he transcribes the 
ousand Characters. Other remarkable feats 
of a similar nature are attributed to him. Ordi- 
nary folk must be provided with a microscope if 
they ae to form a conception of his achieve- 
ments.

National Republican convention of 1884, on 
the Thursday of that week, I believe, i re- 
ceived from +.

He called me into the back parlor and anid 
he had sent for me on’ an impulse, and did 
not know but he had caused me a journey 
without a sufficient errand to warrant it, and 
it might seem very peculiar and unreasonable. 
He quickly remarked, “Iam alarmed abdut 
this convention.”’ I replied that there seemed 
to be no reason foralarm so far as he was 
concerned, for things were goi his way as 
fast as his friends could desire. He saia, “Ah, 
that is what I am afraid of. As the case stands 
I shall be nominated, and Ido not desire to 
be and ought not to be. It would be a mis. 
take.’ He hurried on with more than his 
accustomed a to say—and I am us- 
ing his exact words—*‘ I ought not to be nom- 
inated, for I could not be elected.

The Arthur adminis- 
tration would be inefficient, at least, and fac- 
tion would do its work. I could not carry 
New York, and defeat is certain without that 
State.
